order ol Empress Ann it was recast, 
During the tire which occurred four 
years later, it had another fall when its 
side was knocked out, and it remained 
buried in the eurth till 1836, when the 
Emperor Nicholas had it placed upon 
its»present pedestal. Its pi esent weight 
is 441,000 pounds, and )ts circumfer- 
ence is sixty feet and nine inches. It is 
two feet thick, aud the weight of the 
broken piece is about eleven tons. The 
exterior is ornamented in relief by rep 
resentations of the Emgresb Anne and 
religious characters.

* * * The facts in regard to the 
transaction" are briefly these. When 


the present administration came into 
office they found §410,000 of U. 5. 6 pei 
cent, bonds in the Treasury that had 
been "called in" by the General Gov- 
ernment some mouths previously, ancl 
upon which the interest bad ceased from 
i he date of the call. Why this large 
amount of money was permitted to re- 
mum dead or unproductive the late ad- 
ministration can possibly explain. At 
all events, it became our duty to rein- 
vest this money in the best manner for 
the interest of the State. Under the 
law and Constitution but three kinds ol 
securities could be invested in, viz: "U. 
S.," "California," or "State bonds." 
Of the former none could be had except 
4 per cent.; the second could not be 
had at any price. A correspondence 
was opened by the Boards of Commis- 
sioners, comprising all or nearly all of 
the State officers, through the State 
Treasurer, with parties holding our 
State and Territorial bonds. 
They 


offered to surrender them at a rate that 
w ,uld insure to the State 4% per cent, 
interest on the amount paid for their re- 
dene ption—one half per cenT more than 
any securities the law allowed invest- 
ment in. The financial officers of the 
State procured the passage of a law by 
the last Legislature authorizing the pur- 
chase of our own bonds on this basis. 
The negotiations have been concluded, 
the bonds mentioned (Territorial and 
State)h»ve been retired and cancelled,the 
State getting 4% per cent, on the money 
paid for their redemption. I would ad- 
vise you to re-examine your "Daboll." 
You say the State would have saved 
$150,000 by loaning its money at 5 per 
cent, per annum by the time the Terri- 
torial bonds became due. A very won- 
derful statement for a head so generally 
clear as yours. They have loaned it at 
4% per cent., and your 
$150,000 


dwindles to a very small amount. But 
again, no investment at 5 per cent, or 
anything over 4 per cent, could be had. 
A prudent business n.ah will pay his 
debts when he can. The result of the 
transaction may be summed up thus: 
The State gets % of 1 per cent, more 
lor its investment in round numbers of 
£500,000, than it could possibly get in 
any other manner. It retires its own 
indebtedness, and in place of paying 
the interest on its bonds to European 
Holders, it pays it to the school children 
of the commonwealth for all future time. 
Again, the money thus invested is re- 
moved from the possible cupidity or 
injudicious action of future legislatures. 
It this is not a wise and excellent finan- 
cial operation lor the benefit of the 
State, 1 am willing to admit that I know 
nothing 
of financial matters. 
The 


somebody who profited by the transac- 
tion is the State of Nevada. 
No ex- 


pense attended the matter, except alone 
two trips of tho State Treasurer to San 
Francisco. The whole amount of bonds 
payable in Washington were used in San 
i'rancisco at par. I have been thus par- 
ticular in description this transaction to 
show you that ut least by implication 
you have mude public un erroneous 
opinion. It is but just to say that the 
late financial officers of the State two 
years ago tried to effect a similar ar- 
rangement. They failed only for the 
season that the rate of interest to be in- 
sured the State on investment was too 
high and holders of bonds refused to 
surrender them at the low premium ne- 
cessitated by the law. Circumstances 
in connection with original sale of the 
bonds now retired will, if occasion re- 
quires, be in the future ventilated. * * 
* * I am very proud of the trnnsao- 
t.on, and believe you will think it a 
good one when yon understand it. You, 
ia common with many others, fiiil to 
correctly represent the present condi- 
tion of tho Treasury. The coin on hand 
—$291,541—is correct; but you stran"o- 
ly lose sight of $120,000 in California 
and U. S. bonds that are worth evej 
mure than their face in coin. There is 
tiuis really 
now in the Treasury 


$411,541 45, after retiring $300,000 of 
the si-called Territorial debt, and $104,- 
000 of the State bonds proper with the 
necessary premiums uncl int.rest,
